When he heard me ſay fo, he ſeemed to be ve+ 
ry gladthereof, much commending this my reſo- 
lution, He was very diligent in obſerving how

This Alex anarr was a notable thief, nimble 
finger'd, and of a ſtrong and able bedy, acd a 
notorious Rogue 

Now becauſe he was the Ring-leader, and the 
onely principall man amongſt ct.em, and that did 
all 10 all, be made Sayavedra content himſelf with 
aliccle, giving him ſome, but the worſer fort of 
of my cloathes, And thinking that 8 could nor 
remain there in ſafery, he got him into che Popes 
terricories, where his tather was Alcalde, So that 
he poſted to Bologna, carrying away with him the 
Buccons, the Jewels, and the Piſtolcts, reciting 
himſelf home co his tachers houſe, and che reſt © 
his fellowes, that (hared with him, fled to 7 rear, 
as they afterward told me in Bologna, and thetic 
they diſpearled th:mlely:s.

of them z and having notice that they rode pot by 
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the way of Florence, he ſent Hue and cry after 
thern, with a warrant to apprehend chem. 

Thoſe few dayes that I afterwards tzyed in 
Rome, was jocund and merry,and did not fo much 
as once Cream of any ſuch roguerie intended apainl(t 
me, And out of a great deſire chat I bad to know 
how my ſtck fciend did, whether be had recovered 
his health, or were in worſe caſe than when he 
lefr me, Iſtayd four dayes waiting for him, but 
ſeeing he came not at me,nor ſent unto meg continue 
ed four days longer in Town, making inrquitie after 
him amongſt ſcm* of his Countrey men, giving 
them all the marks and fignes, whereby they mighc 
know, or at leaſt gheſſe at the man; bur this was 
to look to hear a Magnificat at Matens, or to 
ſeek afcer the man in the Moon, for there was no 
ſuch kind of thing to be heard of, 1 did verily be.

I kiſſed his hand, he beſtowed his bleſſing upon 
me, and with it a good high-way Nag. This done, 
I bid my feliowes tarewel, and rode my way, ma- 
kiog uſe of this Nag in all my Travel, 
| My Lord and his Seryants were ready to mel for 
the ſorrow they had conceived of my Departure; 
He, becauſe he loved me, and ſaw be muft now loſe 
me, and would doubtleſs find a want of me, for 
ſuch Seryices as I could beſt do him, and himſelf 
took moſt conteat in; And they, becauſe I was al- 
waies their good friend, neyer did them ill Offices, 
told no tales of them, bur did further them all thar 
Icould, ſo that / was generally well-beloyed of 
them all, for by doing them real courreſies, and ig 
that free and friendly faſhion, I could not but gain 
the greater love, 

nd if that which ſo unfortunately befel mein 
Fabias houſe, had not been divulged abroad by 
that Afpin-leyed tongue of Nicolera , who babe 
bled forth the jeſt which was put upon me by her 
Miftceſs in the back Cour: of her houſe, I had ne- 
vr forſaken that Commodity which I found in my 
; Lords Houſe, cor his Lordſhip have loſt ſo good a 
Servant; 

Z went out of Rome like a Prince, well cntrea- 
ted, and better provided , having ſtore of Crowns 
to ſpend abroad, till the durt 1 had takea ſhould 
become dry and be rubb'd ont. There is a0 ſuch re- 
medy as time and Trayel to wear out unlucky 
chances, 

I was now on my way towards my friend Pome 
pejo , who looked for me eyery hour, haying wy 
vided for me a neat lodging, with a handſome ” 
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and Table, and all other furniture ficting thereun. 
to, I came at laſt to Siena, and inquiring after 
bim, they direed me to his houſe; thither / came:

was thereupon {o {.d, being thu; ſtripped of all in 
a ſtrange Country, far from my Friends , and for-

the ſhop, bue were carried into the Ware-hovſe,

ed thac our Galleys were to range along the coaſt 
of Barbary, he intended with the aſſiſtance of 
ſome Moors and other Slaves chart were of his fa- 
ion, to revolt, and carry the Galley, eicher to 
Alpier, Twnic, of Tripoli; for which purpoſe, he 
rnd they were already provided of ſome wea- 
pons under their Banks, Bar becauſe the Cor-

Soto delired to confer wich me himſelf ; bar 
wanting an opporcunity, he ſent a truſty Mefſen- 
ger unto me, dz:firing my reconciliation and fa- 
your, and that 1 would joyn with him ro procure 
our freedome from this cruel ſlavery wherein we 
lived. I returned this anſwer ro the Moor, That 
it being a very weighty buſline's, and of great ha- 
zard and-danger, ! deſired ſrme time to conſider 
of it, 

The execution of this, was deferred ill Saint 
John Bapr:ft; day in che morning. 

The day before the appointed rimeyl requeſt- 
eda Souldier of his acquaintance, to tell the Cx- 


— ptain, that 1 had a bulineſs chat concerned his 


Mijelties ſervice, and my own life and honour, 
The Captain commanded metro be brought be- 
fore him: where in his preſence, and the reſt of 
the Officers, I revealed the conſpiracy, They 
were amazed at my relation, and blefſt rhem- 
ſelves z rhi»king that T had invented this,to pro- 
cure ſome Mercede or favour from the Captain,

Soto deſired ro make confeſſion of his fins be- 
fore his death, to one of the Friars we bad on 
board, He begged my pardon and forgiveneſs 
forthe falſe Wirnefſes he had ſuborned avainf 
me, abotit the Plare and the Har-band, ſaying, 
that his purpoſe was, when they had beet Ma- 
fiers of «he Galley, to have fabbed me: ſo grear 
was his malice againſt 'me,- thar noching bur my 
dearth could ſatisfie him, 

He and two of his Companions, that were 


'the Head and Chief of the Conſpiracy,were con- 


demned to be drawn in pieces with four Gal- 
leys ;-and ſeven of the other were hanged : 
which ſentence was executed: and all chat were 
found guilty, were-condemned to the Galleys 
for term of life, being ficlt publickly whipp'd on 
board the ſeveral Galleys, The Moors had moſt 
of them their Noſes and Ears cur off, that by this 
Mark they might be known to be Rogues upon 
Record, 

This exemplary Juſtice being paſt upod the 
Conſpitarors, thieCaptain fepe for me, exrolling 
my good nature, innocency and lbyilty ; _ 
meto forget his former ill uſage, he commande 
my irons to be taken off, and gave me leave to 
walk at my pleaſtre abouc the Galleyz-rill che 
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abſolute diſcharge ; which no ſooner arrived, bug 
I-was ſet ar liberty, 

And here (Gentle Reader) I pur a point to my 
Misfortunes; which are truly ſumm'd up, Thou 
mayeſt expe& more, if I do nor exchange this 
travfirory life, for one that is Ecernal; which 
is the Hope and Life of che Fairhful, 
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
